“OFF’ '—BADLY “OFF.” 


When our ’steemed cotemporary of 
the Herald tries to describe a campaign 
on land, he is “all at sea,” to perpe- 
trate a Hibernicism. Thus, in trying 
to explain away the Confederate career 
of its candidate, Judge Ross, (a signifi- 
cant political sign of* the times, by 
the way) the editor works off, “upon 
authority,” the following delicious bit 
of alleged military “history” 

Judge Ross, towards the close of the 
War, was simply a cadet in a Confed- 
erate Military Institute-—that and 
nothing more. After Gen. Hunter had 
burned the buildings of the Institute, 
Ross, with a couple of hundred other 
lads, was placed in the intrenchments 
before Grant, and was lett, by an acci- 
dent, in the Tifle pits after Gen. Lee 
had withdrawn his whole army. These 
mere boys thus, for a little while,were 


the whole force confronting the North- | 


ern army. They were soon notified of 
their perilous plight, withdrew, and 
shortly after they disbanded and 
sought their several homes. 


This was in 1864. The Virginia 
Military Institute, where these cadcts 
were, was located at Lexington, a hun- 
dred or so miles away from Grant’s 
front at Richmond.- It was after 
Hunter’s capture of Lexington that the 
cadets dispersed. This is the first time 
we ever heard that Lee “withdrew his 
whole army” from the Silent Man's 
iron front at that juncture. In truth, 
Lee was just then in the situation of 
the man who captured the catamount: 
he couldn’t let go. And it is the first 
time we ever heard that the grand 
Union army then sitting down before 
the rebel capital was held in thie vise- 
like.grip of ‘‘acoupleof hundred other 
lads” in addition to the present Demo- 
cratic Judge Ross. In its. history the 
Herald, like the cadets, was ‘‘off.” 

CLEAR THE STREETS. 

The Council did a good thing in 
clearing the walks of the many over- 
hanging, and in many cases, disfigur- 
signs. It wes_an “unpleasant- 
ness” to many to remove their adver- 
tisements, but being done, there has 
been a quite general concurrence in the 
propriety of it. And now the men 
who roll on wheels ask for a hearing 
and a protection to their rights, and 
claim they have as stronga claim as 
had the pedestrians, to protection. 
They ask that obstructions may be re- 
moved from the wagon ways. They 
do not ask that builders should be 
prohibited a reasonable use of a_por- 
tion of the street, but they ask that 
they be required to cover as little as 
their necessities can: get along with. 
We write this in view of complaints 
made to us of the piles of bricks on 
Temple and Spring streets, at the cor- 
ner thereof, where the narrow thor- 
oughfares are seriously obstructed. 
Temple street is thirty-three feet wide, 
and twenty-one feet of it has been occu- 
pied by a pile of bricks for better than 
half a month, leaving but twe!ve feet 
for the use of travel on that now busy 
thoroughfare. It would seem not an 
unreasonable thing to require that pile 
to be removed to a reasonable limit, 
and for which there is ample room. 
Will the “powers that be’ please 
come to the relief of a suffering pub- 
lic, and make smooth our ways? 


TRAVEL AND TRADE. 

The heated term, as usual, sees a 
diminution in travel and in the freight 
movement of general merchandise. 
Still there is considerable doing in 
both, and, considering the intensity of 
dust and heat on the torrid plains, 
more than could reasonably be looked 
In vegetables, green fruits, dairy 
products, eggs and poultry, the mar- 
‘ket is very active.

Our late Consul-General at Cairo, 
Egypt, in an official report made be- 
fore the recent deplorable bombard- 
ment of Alexandria by the British, 
calls attention to the latest business 
showing of the Suez Canal Company, 
which proves that England has eighty 
ver cent. of the shipping passing 
through the canal. He says that 
“hardly one American flag has been 
saluted,” and that he felt humiliated, 
as well he might be, while at Port 
Said, recently, at the absence of the 
American flag, while the harbor was 
crowded with vessels of all other na- 
tions. ‘Now that the vast and rich 
country called the Soudan is to be 
permanently opened to the commerce 


-}of the world,” says the Consul-Gen- 
.| eral, “it would afford a splendid chance 


for enterprising American merchants 
to come here and build up a permanent 
trade. In Alexandria, among the 
hundreds of thriving merchants, there 
is only one American, who has been 
struggling along for years to gain 
a foothold, not for want of 
business, but for want of assistance 
and support on the part of the United 
States government and its commercial 
men.” He declared that even our 
ships of war, while lying off Alexan- 
dria, made their purchases of English 
houses, instead of patronizing this sol- 
itary American trader; all of which is 
condemried. The report says that in 
tallow, . lard, candles, canned 
fruits and vegetables of all kinds, 
farming implements, harness, buggies, 
whips, revolvers, etc., there1s a splen- 

id market in Cairo, and handsome 
profits can be realized. The Con- 
sul General found the feeling 
among the natives for America “most 
friendly and generous,” and declares 
that “there is scarcely a native but 
knows from his Arabic paper that the 
United States is friendly; that we are 
not here to plunder or _ oppress, but to 
aid and encourage.

for Whipping His Mother. 
Yesterday morning Judge Adams had 


the pleasure of passing sentence upon 
one of the most aggravating cases ever 
brought before his court. The defend- 
ant, Thomas Butler, pleaded guilty to 
the crime of battery committed upon his 
mother. To determine the extent of the 
sentence to be passed upon the culprit, 
Judge Adams examined the mother, and 
with tearful eyes she related a sad story 
of the young man’s life, of her continued 
efforts to raise him aright, of his base 
ingratitude, of his apostasy from virtue, 
his drunkenness and general degrada- 
tion. When she came to the part rela- 
tive +o her being whipped by 
him, by which the last maternal tie 
seemed to have been severed, she was 
as cool as though her son was not her 
own blood.

of that noble little State. A few years 
ago, by report of the National Agri- 
cultural Bureau, Iowa led California in 
wheat production, and was the second, 
if not the first, wheat producing State of 
the Union. Other States, however, now 
lead both. As to delivering her grain 
in Europe at a profit, she does so de- 
liver much of it, shipping it from 
Chicago without break of bulk, and is no 
further removed from market than 
Southern Illinois by the lake route. 

Again, but a trifling proportion of 
Iowa’s corn finds its way to the still 
house; what isnot shipped to Chi- 
cago, the Atlantic seaboard, or to the 
South, is “driven to market on foot,” 
as the lowa “rurals’ have it—that is, 
it is sold in the shape of beef, pork and 
mutton, and the foreign demand for 
our meats is such that Iowa, and other 
States, now see their way clear to a 
market for their grain without manu- 
facturing a single kernel of it into al- 
cohol. 

The persons who ‘ ‘point to the fact 
that there 1s a remarkable small per- 
centage of drunkenness in countries 
inhabited by the Latin and German 
races,”’ argue against facts. Demon- 
strate this, and the Jerald proves too 
much! for Bismarck, with other Eu- 
ropean statesmen, not above three years 
ago, we belieye, in a consultation upon 
the drunkenness of Continental Europe, 
was led toexclaim: ‘Why, our peo- 
ple are as bad asthe Americans!” They

Somelumber was thrown 
overboard, but Toby seemed unable to 
reach this. The shark was seen dart- 
ing in the direction of the steward. 
A yawl was immediately launched, 
and three men went to the rescue. 
Toby was weighted down by a heavy 
pair of sea-bouts and kicked vigor- 
ously in order to free himself from 
these. His violent motions evidently 
alarmed the shark, which paused just 
as it was about to seizeits prey. The 
steward succeeded in kicking off his 
sea-boots, after which the shark started 
to seize him, but just then the yawl 
came up, and Toby was seized and 
dragged into the boat. Had the boat 
reached him an instant later he would 
have fallen a victim to the monster 
fish. Toby was in an exhausted con- 
dition when taken on board the Co. 
checo. The shark followed the vessel
